VISCOSITY IS 
SUBJECT AT 




The first debate between men and 
women students of McGill within the 
memory of the present generation of 
undergraduates was held in the R.V.C. 
last night before a largo audience, and 
resulted In a victory for the men, who 
upheld the affirmative of I lie resolu- 
tion "That the large part played by 
advertising In modern life Is rogroi • 
table." The winners, A. ICdel and .1. 
Duckworth, were ably opposed bj 
Miss Lnzarovltz, ami all four speakers 
showed evidence of careful prepara- 
tion as well as of ample powers of re- 
buttal, combined with a generous 
spr'nkllnp of wit. 

M ss MacSporran, President of the 
Helta Sigma Society, opened the meet- 
ing, and welcomed the visitors on be- 
half of the Society. She stated that 
ai :i oo- educational college, Hkc Mc- 
Gill the men and women students 
should he brought together on more 
fréquent and var ed occasions than 
they are, and that a debate was the 
easiest point of departure along this 
line. 

A. I3del, Ai ls '27. opened the argu- 
ment lor ih" affirmative side, and at 
the outset emphasised the fact that 
hi' did not deplore advertising as 
siirh, hut thought that it is being- very 
much overdone. 

'•Advertising," lie stated, docs not 
now appear in Its orig nal role, hut it 
is flaunted before our eyes to such an 
extent that it has become a curse." 
He went on to describe the dally life 
of a student, showing how, wherever 
lie went, he could not get away from 
advert Dementi! of one kind or another. 
From morning till night, he is be- 
sieged by a mass o£ documents tell- 
ing him what he must do, and how he 
must do it. Then, turning to the char- 
acter of the advertisement* them- 
selves, the speaker said that most of 
tliem are an insult to one's aesthetic 
sense, and repulsive in themselves. 
"Carried as they are to excess," he 
maintained, "they have become the 
(hier public nuisance." 

Discussing business competition, 
which has made such excessive ndver- 
tis'ng a necessity, lîdcl stated that it 
has been proved that excessive coin- 
petition is detrimental both to pro- 
ducer and consumer, as soonci or 
later one of the parties concerned 
will be obliged to lower the quality of 
their goods. The speaker closed witli 
a repetition ol his preliminary affir- 
mation that he jn no way deplored ad- 
vci Using, hut only the excess to wh'eh 
it has run, u Inciting our sense of pro- 
portion and making itself a general 
nuisance. 

Miss Lnzaro'v tz. of Law '28, was the 
first speaker for the negative. She 
defined advertsiing as t lie "necessary 
medium to bring together producer 
and consumer." and then went on to 
show how necessary n thing extensive 
advertising is in the modern world of 
business. It is a protection, she mn!n- 
ta'ncd, against dishonest tradesmen , 
as one has not only to take the word 
Jol a salesman as to the quality of a n 
article but In an advertisement it Is 
hacked by the name of the firm ami 
the guarantee of satisfaction embodi- 
ed in the names of well-known manu- 
facturers. 

Defining advertising as "the child of 
competition," the speaker traced the 
•development, of a business from its 
beginning, showing how, if it is not 
to be superseded by other more pro- 
gressive and wealthy concerns, :t must 
lake up advertising on an extensive 
scale. Then again, she pointed out 
that advertising enables manufactur- 
ers to put articles on the market at a 
lower cost, due to the Increase in 
business which results from advertis- 
ing. A newspaper, for Instance, is 
supported almost entirely by Its ad-

"Methods of Determining the Vis- 
cosities of Casses" was lhc subjoct 
dealt with by Mr. 13. P. Sutherland at 
yesterday afternoon's Chemistry Col- 
loquium. Th'c speaker went Into the 
subject very fully, tracing the devel- 
opments and results of the various 
inei hods. 

The first method considered was 
:'i .inspiration. The earliest attempt* 
il ihls method were made by Graham 
in 1S4H. He observed the time to a 
certain pressure from a vacuum 
through certain capillaries. He found 
this to be independent of pressuro 
but to he increased with temperature. 
I Us results were purely relative. Mey- 
er, in ISS0. worked out Graham's value. 
In 1882. Warburg and Habs used capil- 
lary tube method with carbon dioxide 
at high pressure, toiler the method 
was applied to high temperature work 
by Barns using plat nam spirals: up to 
1300 degrees centigrade. Lord Ray- 
leigh. In ISflS. used a tube Imm. In 
diameter and 100 cm. long for deter- 
mining the viscosity of argon and hel- 
ium. Sfme that time a great number 
of men have usod the same apparatus 
and obtained very accurate results. A. 
O. Ftanklne developed an apparatus for 
small volumes of gas to be preserved. 

It was first used In 1910 for the rare 
gases. For accurate work Its limit lay 
between 0 and 100 degrees centigrade. 
Rnnltlnc had another method for mea- 
suring viscosity by distillation. In 
such an apparatus if the constants are 
known the viscosity may be determin- 
ed. It was used especially for bromine. 
Recently quartz tubes have been em- 
ployed for air up to a very high tem- 
perature. Various lesf accurate appli- 
cations of this method arc in us 
laboratories. 

The speaker then spoke on "Con- 
stant Deflection" another way of mea- 
suring viscosities. Couette, a French- 
man, used this method, in 1S90. for air

United States Honor Dr. Otto 
Klineberg With Fellowship 

Dr. Otto Klineberg, McGill gradu- 
ate, who Is now proceeding towards 
ihe doctor of philosophy degree at 
Columbia University, has received a 
National Research Fellowship grant- 
ed by the American Government to 
pursue studies in England, France 
and Italy. The amount of the fel- 
lowship is S1.S00 with tli.j addition of 
[ravelling expenses. It is understood 
that Dr. Klineberg will leave for 
Europe next Tall when he has re- 
ceived his Ph.D. degree.

We ure aware of the* bewildering 
munds of world "dominated by ma- 
lilnes, a world of incrodltubly rapid 
hange, a world of naturalistic scl- 
îce ' and of physico-ohemio-llbido- 
hyachology." We realize that the 
odd needs highly trained special- 
ts. expert managers, skilled techni- 
ans, sellers and buyers, manufac- 
irers, able lawyers, doctors, loach- 
's, ministers, and politicians. But 
particular training of these spe- 
allst«, must be left to special 
hools* It Is evident that the liberal 
I'.ego cannot protend to train these 
en. Its purpose is to impart a 
boral education whi:ch should be 

r these various fields. 

■ -, - , 

Blijt' what Is a liberal education? 
nco decided, the liberal college may 
nounce Its program. It may pro- 
nJm' '.that it purporls to givo Its 
udents "an Intelectual grasp on 
uman experience." 
With the Idea that we have some- 
ling very dof'nlto to learn from the 
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past, a student, In tiio first place, 
should become acquainted with" the 
fundamental motives and purposes 
and beliefs which underlie human ex- 
perience. Ho "should acquire some 
understanding; of the moral strivings, 
the intolloctunl experiences, tho aes- 
thetic development, and the religious 
tendencies of his own ' race. Surely 
this is the task of philosophy — an es- 
sential in a libera! education. 

Secondly,, the student should be ex- 
posed io that branch of knowledge 
that records and explains past events 
as stops In human progress — the 
study of character and .s\gnificance 
of evcnLs such as effect a nation, an 
Institution, a science or an nrt. This 
Is the task of history which should 
attempt to exp'nln the "motives and 
purposes and holiefs of human expe- 
rience" as they have found expres- 
sion In human Institutions which, in 
turn, have affected human welfare. 
History makes us more rational when 
we consider the present: makes us 
more capable in viewing our pro- 
blems. 

For a slight Inkling of what IhoBo 
motives and Institutions are. It Is 
necessary to study tho conditions 
upon Which they rest, and the tools 
which they use or rather which use 
them. This is the function of sci- 
ence, of biology, ^oology, physics, 
chemistry. Here Is the third field. 

Fourthly we come to the humanis- 
me or social science. The concerted 
modes of procedure by which we all 
act together and rejoice In our "di- 
vision of labor" lis a subject of fun- 
damental importance. Its presenta- 
tion Is a primary consideration in 
the iberal educational program. The 
race qucstqn. the church, marriage, 
the law courts, population arc n!| in- 
cluded under this subject. 

f»7.st, but not least, there Is the 
study of literature and the other 
arts, it Is essential to have some un- 
dorstaniU'iig of the Individual reac- 
tions to those, human Instituions. An 
understanding of a i t which; accord- 
ing to Aristotle Imitates life, Is an 
essentia', attribute tor him who de- 
sires to acquire n n Intellectual grasp 
on human experience. Ho can see 
the Individual man peering through 
thp Institutions which he has found- 
ed.

Because of this mental ntlitudc (he 
coliego must spend a year, often two, 
In readjusting the student's relation- 
ship lo and understanding of educa- 
tion. In many cases II "accomplishes 
this purpose by requiring Freshmen 
"orientation courses," In others by 
goncral distribution and Introductory 
requirements. In plte of those, arti- 
ficial aids, often burdensome to 
teacher and student alike, the mortal- 
ity, among Fro- '•• n n tillable to make 
tho Jump is unnecessarily large." 

For many years President Lowell 
in Ills reports has called upon the 
preparatory schools for bettor pre- 
paration, not so much factual ns 
menial. The change In the curriculum 
of St. Paul's could not have been bet- 
ter designed In meet this demand. By 
giving the schoolboys of higher nvei- 
ago ab'-lily a tnsts of the honors 
course, of tutorial work, of Independ- 
ent effort, not pnly those actually 



partaking of tiio advantage will bene- 
fit, but the whole sohool as well will 
become reasonably familiar with the 
collegiate educational atmosphere. 
Consequently, on becoming under- 
graduates, their minds will react 
more quickly to Its Influence.

to countless thousands," for he gave 
no pleasure at all to Yale and Prince- 
ton. Ills freshman year was only a 
tip-off of what was to come, but even 
then his achievements in his three 
favorite sports were truly remark- 
able..

ADVERTISING OF TODAY 
IS REGRETTABLE 



(Continued from page one.) 
vcrtiscrs. as :t would cost infinitely 
more to print than the two cents we 
pay for it, were there not the enorm- 
ous revenue from ihe advertisers. 
"The expenditure of one cent on the 
dollar on advertising." she slated, "re- 
sults in 25 per cent, higher wraçes ior 
employees. 10 per cent better pro- 
duct for the consumer, as well as pto- 
fit for the manufacturer himself." 

Regarding the quality of ndvert'sc- 
monts. Miss Lizarovitz said' that the 
better papers do not accept puor ad- 
vertisements, and !n fact there is an 
Association whose sole business 1 is lt> 
examine them and make sure that no- 
thing bad is printed as advertising 
matter. They may, in evil hands, 
prove harmful, she admitted, but an 
advertisement is Its own safety-valve, 
as if the product Is Inferior, Us rot- 
tcness is soon exposed as It enters the 
arena of competition. 

The second speaker for the affirma- 
tive was Jack Duckworth, Arts '27. lie 
challenged the statement of the pre- 
vious speaker that the newspapers 
could not exist without Ihe gr'at 
number of advertisements the} now 
carry. He said that there are enough 
of the better class of ads to support 
the good papers which an: selective in 
their choice, but the modern tendency 
towards cheap picture- journals has 
resulted in the excels of p0 o- ad- 
vertising. He stated that the United 
States spends JKOn.nO'i.OOQ annually on 
advert '..dng. and remarked that "sure- 
ly this seems a little unbalanced and 
out of proportion." The enormous 
scale on which advertising is .-it pie. 
sent conducted, tends to disturb cur 
balance and sense of proportion. He 
protested ngn'.nst ihe underhand 
methods employed by advertising 
specialists, whose aim is to hoodwink 
the Ignorant ma«>.es. fn r their own 
profit. "Do you think." he asV.od. 
"that people enter the advertising pro- 
fession for the betterment of the con- 
dition of their rellow-menV They cnb-r 
it for profit, the same as i man enters 
any other professon." M..ny lies, too. 
are mid in advertisements, he con- 
tended, putting the question "Do 
children cry for Castoria?" Malicious 
advertising, sn'd Duckworth, even per- 
vades religious spheres, and he cited 
the case of a so-called evangelist who 
advertised his healing powers wid?ly. 
and proved to be a hoax, his attempts 
at healing In some oases proving de- 
trimental. Such » menace' as th'.". ht 
affirmed, should be removed. 

Miss Alexander, Arts '29 rose to 
oppose the proposition. Referring 
first to the statement? or th!» prev- 
ious speaker, she staled that only 
foolish people are fooled by false ad- 
vertising, and that people o.' discri- 
mination can get an enormous amount 
of satisfaction out o," respond Ing to 
advertisements. Modern îidvertlïhr,'. 
she maintained. Is a science which 
appeals to all sorts of wants. In th» 
development of this science, many new 
branches of endeavour have Hprun: 
into being, giving' employment to 
great many people who devote them 
selves to the pursuit of these new 
arts. 

Good advertising, Miss Alcxnndoi 
affirmed, involves originality of nu 
mour, and so even though we are 
surrounded by a great many signs 
arid placards, if ne find there the oc 
fusion for a smile, why worry? There 
is always something new in advertis- 
ing, and so we should find no reason 
for boredom. 

The speaker devoted some time to 
describe the benefits derived by the 
housewife from advertisers, not only 
as regards being able to provide up- 
to-date furnishings, but also as regards 
the convenience occasioned by the 
free distribution of telephone call 
pads, rec'pe books etc., by adver- 
tisers. The family meals, too beii«fit 
from the same source. For Instance, 
the orange and grape-fruit, both very 
nourishing fruits, have attained 'p-o- 
mlnence chiefly by virtue of the ex- 
tent to .which they were advertised. 

Turning to the educational benefits 
derived from advertising. Miss Alex- 
nndor took the many extension -ind 
business

among the audience.
